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DETAILED ACTION 
Notice to Applicant(s) 

1 . This office action is responsive to the amendment filed on 4/26/04. As per request, claims 
4-5,7-8,10 have been amended. Claims 1 1-21 have been added. Claims 6, and 9 have been 
cancelled. Thus, claims 4-5,7-8, and 10-21 are pending. 

The prior art submitted on 1/14/02, and 7/15/04 have been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claim 11, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kozak et al. 
(6,317,685). 

As per claim 11, Kozak et al. disclose a navigation apparatus, comprising: a route 
searching section configured to search for a plurality of routes from a starting point to a 
destination (see column 5, lines 25-37), a display configured to display the plurality of routes 
searched by the route searching section (see columns 5-6, lines 53-30), and an interactive 
selector configured to allow a user to select a particular route from the plurality of routes (see 
column 10, lines 50-64). 

4. Claim 15, is rejected under 35 U.S.C.102(b) as being anticipated by Nomura (5,371,678). 
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As per claim 15, Nomura discloses an interactive route selection apparatus for navigation, 
comprising: an interactive selector configured to receive from a user start and destination 
information and time restriction information with respect to roads (see column 4, lines 27-30; 
and lines 41-48), a database configured to store map data information including time restriction 
information with respect to roads (see column 4, lines 31-40), a route searching section 
configured to search for a route from the start to destination based on both the user entered 
information and the database information (see column 5, lines 3-12), and a display configured to 
display the route search by the route searching section (see column 5, lines 54-60). 

5. Claims 12-14, and 16-21, are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 4-5,7-8, and 10, are allowable. 

Remarks 

6. Applicant's argument filed on 4/26/04 have been fully considered. The new ground of 
rejection as above as the result of the new amended claims.
